Women Soldiers 

An amazing number of American wo- 
men are organized, uniformed, and are 
spending their spare 
time in training not 
merely to be nurses 
and ambulance driv- 
ers but to be soldiers. 
There is already a be- 
ginning of a Wo- 
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men’s National 
Guard. 


In many groups in 
America women are 
being trained in the use of firearms. Many 
of these groups expressed a desire to merge 
with a national organization. One such 
nucleus appeared to be the Green Guards 
of America, which had its very modest be- 
ginning in Washington, July 15, 1940. On 
that date a little company of only ten wo- 
men met together and initiated the Green 
Guards. All of them had sons or brothers 
in the service. Two days later 200 women 
signed up. Less than five months later the 
Green Guards claimed posts in forty-four 
states.

So Treas- | 
ury agents are kept on the jump in pursuit 
of evaders. Year after year since repeal 
they have “knocked over” 800 to 1,000 
stills amonth. Last year they made 25,638 
bootleg arrests. Fifty-six per cent of our 
present federal prison population are alco- | 
hol-tax evaders.

"GO!" WHY? 

When we read the story of our Lord’s 
resurrection as Matthew records it, we find 
that three times he uses the short, sharp, 
staccato “Go.” When you enter the book 
of Acts you meet this sense of urgency 
everywhere. There is the realization that 
the person who knows the Christ of Cal- 
vary and of the empty tomb should be oc- 
cupied with making Him known to others. 

The phrase “the evangelization of the 
world in this generation” has been used fre- 
guently in the past three or four decades, 
but the idea is on every page of the book 
of Acts. Not the conversion of the world, 
but its evangelization. 

Anyone who has outgrown that idea has 
outgrown the New Testament, for the 
Christ who said, “Go,” also said, “Lo, I 
am with you, even unto the consummation 
of the age.” Evidently then it was an age- 
long commission and a responsibility for 
each individual Christian. ; 

Today, when so much of the world is 
occupied with war, the witnessing obliga- 
tion rests heavier upon America than ever 
before. Some of the nations ordinarily 
sharing this missionary task are today 
loaded with other burdens and busy with 
other demands. If this country ever had 
a witnessing responsibility this is the day. 
“The king’s business requireth haste,” and 
this is the hour for every Christian to put 
all of himself into this matter of presenting 
a living Christ to a dying world. 

Did you ever see the makeup of an eve- 
ning paper, especially in a big city? Every

Oun Onoville Chunch 


The birth of the Oroville Assembly of 
God reverts to the year 1911 when Sister 
Charlotte Wirth began to pray for the es- 
tablishment of a Pentecostal church in the 
community. Sister Wirth (who is still a 


faithful member of the Assembly) and her

mother began to hold prayer meetings in 
their home each Thursday; later Sunday 
services were held in another home. All this 
while the little group continued much in 
prayer, petitioning the Lord to send them 
some one as leader and pastor. 


It was not until about 1918 that these 
faithful servants saw the fruit of their 
labors when Brother Bottorf came to pas- 
tor the group, and meetings were held in a 
downtown hall. In 1920 Clarence Radley 
became pastor, and a small place was pur- 
chased in which meetings were held. Later 
Brother and Sister C. N. Owens took the 
pastorate, and in 1924 Brother Davis was 
called to minister to the little flock and 
services were held in a tent. Because of 
illness he remained only about one year. 


Sisters Pearl Larson and Hedvig Hansen 
followed and ministered for a short while. 


In 1926 Brother C. A. Ellenwood ac- 
cepted a call to be pastor, and under his 
ministry the church was organized and in- 
corporated as the “First Glad Tidings Mis- 
sion of Oroville.” Brother and Sister L. 
A. Dodson followed as pastors. At this 
time the little downtown mission was sold 
and a large temporary tabernacle erected 
on rented grounds. The three lots on which 
the present building now stands were then 
purchased.

Brother R. J. Thurmond came to Oro- 
ville in March, 1929, and after a very fruit- 
ful ministry resigned January, 1931. It 
was during this time the present building 
was erected. Brother Otis Triplett fol- 
lowed as pastor and remained until May, 
1932, when Brother Dick Huston was 
called. He was succeeded by Brother J. S. 
Farrar. 

In October, 1936, Brother and Sister R. 
T. Doherty were chosen as pastors. Under

Dear Fellow Workmen: 

Now speaking of Preaching. There is a 
question we might ask ourselves occasion- 
ally doubtless with 
profit to both preach- 
er and hearer: Why 
should anyone come 
to hear me preach? 
Many people attend 
church from a sense 
of duty; they “ought” 
to go and therefore 
do so. But there is a 
growing number who 
are scrutinizing the

the time expended. 

In some quarters we hear preaching 
spoken of in a disparaging way; as though 
it were of little importance. Unfortun- 
ately you and I have heard such expressio2s 
as “The Holy Ghost had His way so there 
was no preaching.” This would imply that 
when the preacher delivers his message it 
is sort of a second best and the Holy Ghost 
does not have His way, or at least His full 
right of way. Now do not misunderstand 
me. I believe there are times when the 
glory of God so fills the house that the 
priests cannot s‘and to minister by reason 
of the cloud, and there is no one who re- 
joices in these times of unique and special 
outpouring of the Spirit more than the 
writer; however, if the reader will carefully 
note the occasion of this outpouring of 
God’s glory it will be seen that it was on 
a special occasion; it could not be said to be 
the “usual” thing. See 2 Chron. 5. Had 
it occurred every time the worshipers came 
to the temple it would have become com- 
monplace and unappreciated. 

Let us notice what God says about 
preaching. As our Lord stood one day in 
the synagogue at Nazareth he declared, 
“The Spirit of the Lord is upon me, be- 
cause he hath anointed me to preach the 
gospel to the poor.” In the Great Com- 
mission Jesus said, “Go ye into all the 
world, and preach the gospel to every 
creature.” Nearly thirty times in the book 
of Acts the preaching ministry of the apos- 
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“Workers together with Him.” 


tles is referred to. The epistles are full of 
it. To his son in the faith Paul charges, 
“Preach the word.” God’s estimate of 
preaching is summed up in 1 Cor. 1:18, 21. 
“For the preaching of the cross is to them 
that perish foolishness; but unto us which 
are saved it is the power of God. For after 
that in the wisdom of God the world by 
wisdom knew not God, it pleased God by 
the foolishness of preach‘ng to save them 
that believe.” 

Let us then give this God-ordained means 
of grace the honor which it righ‘ly de- 
serves. Let us realize that when God’s man 
is preaching the gospel in the power of the 
Holy Ghost, this, too, is a work of the 
Spirit. Doubtless many preachers in de- 
livering God’s message exercise the gifts of 
the word of wisdom and the word of 
knowledge. These are not as spectacular 
as some of the other gifts but they have 
their place and, in God’s economy, are of 
just as great importance. Thus, when the 
Word of God is preached by a Spirit- 
anointed messenger it may be truly said 
that the Holy Ghost is having His way. 

It is interesting to note in passing that 
the institution of preaching is particularly 
a characteristic of the Protestant Reforma- 
tion. Its restoration to the church as hold- 
ing the largest place in the worship service 
is one of the blessed fruits of the Reforma- 
tion. 

And now let us examine our preaching. 
The following conversation was recently 
ovetheard. “I came away last night 
thoroughly disappointed. Why the speak- 
er was as dull as our preacher.”” To which 
the listener replied, “Well if he was as dull 
as your preacher he must have been pretty 
dull all right.’ There are two things that 
contribute to dullness in a preacher: One 
is the lack of study and the thoroughgoing 
preparation of the sermon; the other is 
the lack of the anointing of the Spirit. If 
one has only the first he is pretty apt to be 
as “dry as bones.” If he has only the sec- 
ond there is apt to be a great lack of “con- 
tent” to the sermon and the flock of God 
is not properly fed. See Acts 20:28. 

Good preaching demands the best that 


one can put into it of heart and brain and 
brawn. A good sermon is the result of 
prayer and tears and study. It is foolish 
to imagine that one can consistently preach 
good sermons without paying the price of 
good sermons. Those who run into the 
pulpit and pick up their Bibles and open 
their mouths wide believing that the Lord 
will fill them discover that nature abhors 
a vacuum and forthwith their mouths are 
filled, but with what? “If the trumpet give 
an uncertain sound, who shall prepare him- 
self to the battle?” _ 

Several months ago a well-known preach- 
er. sat beside the writer awaiting the time 
to preach. Nervously he thumbed through 
his Bible from Genesis to Revelation and 
then back again anxiously looking for a 
sermon. Finally in a voice of despair he 
turned and said, “Brother Keys, what shall 
I preach on tonight?” Well, Brother Keys 
couldn’t help him and quite evidently the 
Lord didn’t (how could He and thus con- 
done such haphazardness?) for the service 
was a failure and the sermon (?) was a 
dud. 

Doctor William Towner, who, as we all 
know, received a wonderful baptism of the 
Spirit once said, “I always go into my pul- 
pit fully and adequately prepared. That’s 
my business and responsibility. Then, if 
at the last minute the Lord seems to change 
my line of thought and give me a new ser- 
mon that’s His business and responsibility 
and I know that under such circumstances 
He will help me.” Amen! He does. We 
can all testify to that. 

Some sermons are made the occasion for 
belaboring the flock; the saints leave the 
church feeling that they have been 
whipped. Such procedure tears down in- 
stead of building up. 

Much preaching today is negative. 
Christianity is made to consist more of 
what we don’t do than of what we do. We 
need to hear once again the great positive 
affirmations of the Christian faith; more 
of those grand truths of what Christ has 
done for us at Calvary and of the effective- 
ness of His present ever-living intercession

III. How tHE CommMmanp Was 
IMMEDIATELY OBEYED 


Verse 15. The rendering in the R. V. is 
preferable, “And the four angels were 
loosed, which had been prepared for the 
hour and day and month and year, that 
they should kill the third part of men.” 
The renderings of Rotherdam, Young, 
Moffat, and Weymouth are in agreement 
with the R. V. The Con. Ver. sets the 
thought forth in an even more emphatic 
manner, “And the four messengers were 
loosed, who had been made ready for the 
hour and the day and the month and the 
year, that they may be killing a third of 
mankind.” Alford, who is one of the best 
authorities on the Greek text, informs us 
that they have “been appointed by God; 
the appointed hour occurring in the ap- 
pointed day, and that in the appointed 
month, and that in the appointed year. The 
article, prefixed, and not repeated, seems 
to make this meaning imperative.” God 
does everything according to schedule. 
When the hour shall come, the appointed 
hour, these angels will be liberated; until 
that hour they will continue to be bound. 

IV. THe Numper or THE HorseEMeEN 

Verse 16. Two hundred millions. Some 
one has said, “John could not possibly have 
counted them; he must have just guessed.” 
Why make a difficulty where there is no 
difficulty? John has not told us. that he 
ascertained the number by counting them; 
he simply says, “I heard the number of 
them.” Evidently the number was made 
known to him by revelation. 


V. THe Description oF THE Horses AND 
THEIR RDERS 

Verse 17. Some would have us believe 
that what we have here is a prophetic de- 
scription of modern instruments of war- 
fare. As I write these lines a battle that is 
being characterized as “the greatest battle 
of the ages” is raging in Europe. Ger- 
many’s mechanized forces have forced 
their way into France, and every foot of 
ground was contested by the allies who are 
also well equipped with mechanized units. 
Overhead thousands of airplanes are grap- 
pling for the supremacy. Tennyson once 
“dipt into the future, far as human eye 
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could see, 
Saw the vision of the world, and all the 
wonder that would be,” 
and he not only saw: he heard,— 
“Heard the heavens fill with shouting, and 
there rained a ghastly dew 
From the nations’ airy navies grappling in 
the central blue;” 

and tliat vision of the poet, as we think of 
it today, seems to have been an inspired vi- 
sion; Tennyson seems to have written as a 
prophet of God; for at the time Tennyson 
wrote the airplane was unknown, and hard- 
ly anybody dreamed that it would ever 
come. That we have terrific instruments 
of warfare with which contending armies 
can destroy one another, and by means of 
which untold havoc can be wrought, and 
unparalleled suffering inflicted, everybody 
familiar with what is going on in the world 
at the present time knows. But these riders 
are to be regarded as spirit beings, and 
their horses as belonging to the spirit 
realm. There is no reference here to mod- 
ern instruments of warfare, or to any in- 
struments that man’s ingenuity may invent 
in days to come. The best possible descrip- 
tion of these spirit beings, this infernal 
cavalry, has been afforded by John. Noth- 
ing an uninspired speaker or writer can 
say or write can add anything of a lumi- 
nous character to what has already been 
written.

Verses 18, 19. Here is Moffat’s render- 
ing, “By these three plagues the third of 
men were killed, by the fire, the smoke, and 
the brimstone, that poured out of their 
mouths; for the power of the horses lies in 
their mouths —and also their tails (their 
tails are like serpents, they have heads, and 
it is with their heads that they hurt) .”

I suppose on that day many of 
you were caught up in some kind of a joke 
or another; all in fun, of course! But I 
can’t help but think of an enemy of yours 
that would really make a fool of you if 
he could. He’s the devil, the father of lies. 

God tells us who a fool is in the book of 
Psalms. He says, “The fool hath said in 
his heart there is no God.” In Proverbs 
He tells us that “a fool’s ways are right in 
his own eyes.” A fool is one that is deceived 
or fooled. So don’t let the devil fool you! 

I am writing this to you from Redding, 
and the windows of my room face two of 
California’s famous mountains, Mt. Shas- 
ta and Mt. Lassen. I can look out just 
now and see both of their snow-capped 
peaks. At the foot of Mt. Lassen is a 
place known as the “Devil’s Kitchen.” It 
is quite a wide flat place and is covered 
with what looks like large pots or caul- 
drons of boiling mud. It is a dangerous 
place to explore as one could easily slip 
into one of these large boiling pots and be 
burned severely. A beautiful stream of 
snow water flows into the upper end of 
this Devil’s Kitchen, and though it is ice 
cold as it flows in, it comes out on the other 
end steaming hot. A hot place, this Devil’s 
Kitchen! 

Let’s take an imaginary visit to an im- 
aginary kitchen, one that pictures the de- 
ceitful old devil as he really is. Get your 
Sword buckled on (your Bible) —and here 
we go! 

Ooh! Smell that? He has something 
cooking right now on his kitchen stove. 
It’s applesauce, I believe. This is the ap- 
plesauce of deceit and lies. This was cooked 
up for Mother Eve in the Garden of Eden 
a long time ago by the same chef. He’s 
still making it, I see. 

Oh, look in his bread box! Mmmm, 
bread! Now wasn’t it Jesus who said, “I 
am the Bread of Life”? Sure it was! But 
this is “Death Bread.” He takes sin, dis- 
obedience, unbelief, and crime and stirs it 
all up and when it is baked it comes out 
Death Bread. 

Here hanging by his work table is the 
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“devil’s beater.” He uses this to mix up 
the Scriptures for weak Christians. He 
tried this on Jesus in the wilderness but 
Jesus wasn’t to be fooled; He knew the 
devil’s tricks. Read Ps. 91:11, 12, and 
then read Matt. 4: 5, 6 where the devil 
tried to mix it up and to change it. 

Over here stands the “devil’s ice box.” 
He sometimes feeds churches on ice cream 
suppers when they should be having prayer 
meetings. They become cold and indif- 
ferent to God and it seems sometimes that 
even the lids of their Bibles become frozen 
shut. 

Look out! Look out, boys and girls, 
this kitchen floor is strewn with banana 
peelings. What is the idea ? He evidently 
draws the unwary Christian in by that 
“Temptation Beefsteak” he has setting 
over there with its aroma slipping out 
through that open window. When he gets 
here he soon slips on the banana skin of 
“unconcern”—and lo, a backslider! 

The “devil’s cake box.” And who could 
be more qualified to make a devil’s food 
cake than the devil himself? His cake is 
really “Discouragement Cake.” It is hard 
and heavy. A piece of that would weigh 
anyone down! 

He has some soup dished up here, hasn’t 
he? This is “Carelessness Soup.” It’s 
very sloppy, you'll notice. When you eat 
that you will find yourself saying, “I don’t 
care,”. . . “Oh, let somebody else do it,” 
... or “Anything will do.” 

Here is the “devil’s garbage can.” Oh, 
boys and girls, do you see what it really is? 
Why, it is a poor cold Christian that the 
devil has been using to dump his trash into, 
Gossip and untruth, suffering, grief, and 
all kinds of ailments—all have been 
dumped here by the devil himself. It’s too 
bad that that person doesn’t realize that 
Jesus died to save him from all of this. 

Have a piece of this delicious looking 
pie? Never! This is the devil’s “Special- 
ty Pie.” Notice he makes all of his pies 
with an upper crust so you can’t really see 
what is inside of them. This pie is filled 
with false teachings and untrue doctrines.

way for you soon, however, if you have a 
real desire along this line. But, down to 
the immediate problem at hand: During 
the summer months while the weather is 
good and if outside space permits, some 
classes can be held in the open. This is a 
little inconvenient but will work out nicely

There could hardly be a more practical 
subject for discussion before our young 
deople than that of music. The finding of 
1 production of music for the services of 
sur churches is largely delegated to those 
of us who are, or have recently been, with- 
in the ranks of the Christ’s Ambassadors. 
Considering the prominence which is given 
to music in our average church, it is no 
small responsibility, particularly when it 
stands that with it is the task of deter- 
mining the character of that music. The 
great question is: Can our young shoul- 
ders bear up under this responsibility in a 
way that will satisfy the heart of Christ? 
The answer is: We can. 

The purposes of our gathering together 
must be clearly defined. This should be 
done as an aid to the actual selection of 
material, not as limiting the movings of 
the Holy Spirit to certain prescribed boun- 
daries. An actual approach to this is 
through our pastors. They will gladly 
share their vision of the work of God with 
us for they are always solicitous of our co- 
operation. We will find a hungry longing 
to lead the people up to worship. In the 
heart of every pastor is a desire to usher 
his people into the sanctuary of the Spirit 
where the glories of a risen Christ shed 
forth soft rays of healing light. There 
will be a desire to have Christ set forth 
before the people as their courageous and 
ever-triumphant Leader, the Hope of the 
Church. And, of course, there will be a 
heart-crushing passion for the lost. At least 
these objectives, and most probably others, 
as well, will unite to become the vision for 
our services. 

In these objectives, and in any others 
that should be mentioned, Christ must be 
the central figure if we are to enjoy any 
measure of success. Then, our music must

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courses of service in which we minister. It 
is a sincere hope that we have outgrown 
the childish desire to entertain people with 
our setvices—services over which we in- 
variably ask Christ to preside.

insult to this Gracious Chairman to impose 
our selfish wills by inserting some light and 
meaningless chorus to “stir up the people” 
through emotions that run amost counter 
to any true moving of the Holy Ghost! 
What wanton thievery for some one, or 
two, or three, or four, to steal the heart’s 
focus from the Christ by dramatizing some 
Negro spiritual. It may gain the applause 
of the people but it never commands the 
smile of God. 

Modern swingsters have desecrated the 
halls of classical music but their attempts 
to “popularize” have merely nauseated 
thinking people. Let us not follow their 
example by trespassing the precincts of 
sacred song like Uzziah who presumed that 
his kingly will could be imposed upon the 
holy service of God. He became a leper. 
Any attempt at syncopation shows a lack 
of a full surrender of the will for it leads 
to a display of those emotions that one 
time held us captive. Thus we prove our- 
selves unwilling to be freed and abandoned 
to Christ. 

The temptation is to use fast, snyco- 
pated songs to make us “feel good,” “to 
pep us up,” “to enjoy ourselves.” There 
is neither scriptural nor historical founda- 
tion for such a thing. It is a substitution 
for the work of the Holy Spirit. It is His 
ministry to bring unto us the revelation and 
the life of Christ—which of itself is sufh- 
cient to any legitimate longing of our 
hearts. If we insist upon this substitute 
we shall never learn to enjoy the real min- 
istry of the Holy Spirit. 

There may be a place in our social gath- 
erings when light, “catchy” choruses and 
entertaining quartettes and instrumental 
numbers are perfectly in order. However, 
I would warn against the intrusion of syn- 
copation even here (or in our own homes) : 
it is a subtle foe. It does not add to; it

subtracts from, our spiritual lives. It is 
surface pleasure; it is gratified in self. It 
is habit forming and weakening. No spit- 
itually weakened person should indulge 
and no strong person will. In the figure 
of Paul, in this day and age, “It is meat 
offered to idols” and it may “make our 
brother to offend.” 

This, with a desire to display ability, 
comes with special temptation to those who 
play instruments. How easy it is for a few 
talented musicians to “run away with the 
song service’! How true! Yet, one sit- 
ting in the congregation feels to stand and 
cry, “Stop, thief!” And what do these 
people do with the song service after “run- 
ning away with it,” leaving Jesus and the 
people sitting there in apparent confusion? 
It is like the case of a young boy I knew. 
He ran away with a friend’s car, wrecked 
it, and hurt himself badly. These thieves 
of spiritual facility wreck their friends’ 
mode of transportation by song, long be- 
fore the people reach the sanctuary of the 
Spirit. I fear that they often cripple or 
kill themselves in doing so, too. 

Certainly we all know the power that 
song has had in revival. Sankey was as 
much of the revival of yesterday as was 
Moody. The Welsh revival was a revival 
of song and music. As a matter of fact, 
every evangelical movement has had a pow- 
erful ally in music. But,—it was music 
of the heart, well chosen and humbly ren- 
dered as a ministry to God. Here it is 
well to remind ourselves that in these great 
attempts of the Holy Spirit to convict men, 
the so-called “lofty and aesthetic” but an- 
emically bloodless songs were brushed 
aside by the rush of new, Spirit-born songs 
of grace. We face two extremes: mean- 
ingless “jingles” set to sensual musical re- 
lease, and meaningless phraseology couched 
in attempted “other world” majesty. 

Music, like unknown tongues, must be 
interpreted before it is edifying. I do not 
mean interpreted into a limited set of 
words, but like the interpretation of un- 
known tongues, it must given breadth and 
breath by the Holy Spirit. Instrumental 
music should be so rendered that it be- 
comes an accompaniment for words which 
the Holy Spirit will then be singing in the 
heart of each believer. I do believe we 
should have our songs of worship and our 
anthems of choir praise reflect a bit of dig- 
nity and majesty. But, that dignity and 
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FULL ASSURANCE 
By E, O. Ropeck 


(The following Bible study is one given by 
Brother Robeck to his Assembly at Stockton, 
and is one of a series on subjects pertaining to 
the fundamentals of our Christian faith. Min- 
isters and workers will find in this outline help- 
ful suggestions for dealing with believers.) 


“Full assurance” is a Scriptural expression, 
occuring three times in the Epistles.

Here is another idea that may help you 
and would work to better advantage: Make 
class partitions by using large blackboards 
fastened with rods to the backs of the 
church pews. These boards may be easily 
constructed of a light material and then 
framed for durability. Paint them black 
for class use as a board. One half could 
be covered with a dark outing flannel and 
could be used for object lessons in the 
younger classes. The boards should be so 
constructed as to be moved easily. Cur- 
tains could be pulled along the sides of the 
class to make or finish out the class room. 
Such an arrangement should also help to 
deaden the sound that is so prevalent in a 
one-room building. For further informa- 
tion and details you may write me for a 
pamphlet giving dimensions, etc., of ma- 
terials; also showing diagram.
